One-half of it was to have been used 
in road building under the direction 
of the department of agriculture. 

Forty-six factory buildings, owned 
by the Nashville Industrial corpora- 
tion, most of which were rented by 
the government for storage of powder, 
were consumed in the conflagation. 
The factory machinery was the prop- 
erty of the government. 

Greatest Loss Since War.

For tae sight of the plant the gov- 
ernment acquired 4,706 acres of farm 
land. To this site, railroads and high- 
ways had to be built. In addition to 
such facilities, a filtering plant with 
a canacity large enough to supply a 
city the size of Cleveland with water 
was built to supply the village con- 
structed for the employees. 

This village itself sprang up like a 
mushroom. Occupying 560 acres, it 
is composed of modern homes with 
paved streets and sewage system, 
street cars, and all other modern con- 
yeniences, ali constructed within the 
ten months from the time of award- 
ing the contract until the signing of 
the armistice. 

The Old Hickory plant was sold in 
1920 by the government to the Nash- 
ville Industrial corporation.

There seems to be a lapse at the 
present in the progressivism which 
has made Kansas famous in the past. 
Coolidge, the conservative Vermonter, 
is extremely popular here in the 
state, which was one of the leaders 
in the Roosevelt progressive move- 
ment. Senator Capper, who voted 
with the progressives against Cool- 
idge on a number of vital bills at tne 
last session of congress, was com- 
pelled, in his recent primary cam- 
paign for renomination, to make a 
public statemer& pleding his allegi- 
ance to Coolidge and explaining that 
he had voted with the administration 
except in a few cases like the soldier 
bonus, where he was committed to a 
contrary policy. 

Progressive Is Defeated. 

His friends also gave wide pub- 
licity to the close personal friendship 
which exists between Coolidge and 
Capper. In the contest for the re- 
publican gubernatorial nomination 
last week, W. R. Stubbs, former pro- 
gressive governor, and one of the 
seven governors who invited Roose- 
velt to organize the progressive party, 
ran a poor third. A _ conservative 
banker and business man was nomi- 
nated. 

Kansas republicans intend to wage 
a campaign on conservative issues. 
They do not believe La Follette will 
draw as much from them as he will 
from the labor ranks of the demo- 
cratic party. On this theory they 
believe Coolidge will carry the state, 
with La Follette picking off a big 
chunk from the democratic vote, a 
lesser slice from the republican vote, 
and John W. Davis making a weak 
showing. The Kansas democratic or- 
zanization was strongly pro-McAdoo 
and it is slow in getting under way. 
However, an effort will be made to 
have Davis and Bryan tour the state 
thoroughly in the hope of breaking 
down the republican confidence. 

More Optimistic In Missouri. 

Democrats are more optimistic re- 
garding Missouri than they are as 
to Kansas. La Follette forces also 
expect to poll a larger proportionate 
vote because of large labor population 
in Kansas City and St. Louis. But 
here again, La Follette will draw 
heavily from democratic votes. ‘This, 
and the fact that Missouri’s popula- 
tion has shifted in the last decade en- 
courages the republicans. The gov- 
ernor and one U. 8S. senator are re- 
publicans. An influx of lowa farm- 
ers and negroes is largely responsible 
for the gradual growth of republican 
strength. 


‘ Nebraska. , 
| Nebraska will be the battleground 
of the two vice-presidential candidates, 
Bryan lives there and Dawes got his 
start there. In contrasts to the sit- 
uation in Kansas and Missouri, re- 
publicans will lose most heavily to 
La Follette in Nebraska. Senator 
Norris, up for re-election, is one of 
the La Follette lieutenants in Wash- 
ington, and although he will not for- 
mally oppose Coolidge in the cam: 
paign, his followers will do all they 
can to help La Follette. Democrats 
are hoping that the republican vote 
will be split between Coolidge and 
La Follette evenly enough to throw 
the state to them. Some think that 
despite the personal popularity of 
Governor Bryan in his home state, La 
Follette will appeal so strongly to the 
progressives of both parties that he 
will carry the state. Nebraska, unlike 
Kansas, has remained progressive. 
Oklahoma. 

In Oklahoma, the klan issue cuts 
across the presidential lines. The 
nomination of former Governor Wal- 
ton for senator by the democrats will 
lead many klan democrats to seratch 
him. Republicans expect Coolidge to 
profit by this situation. Wa Follette 
will run strong among the Oklahoma 
farmers who are more liberally inclin- 
ed than their Kansas brothers. He 


can not hope to get much of the vote 
which Walton will alienate because 
he, too, is strongly anti-klan.

A NEEDED REFORM. 


The action of the house commit- 
tee on constitutional amendments fa- 
vorably reporting the bill to change 
the method of selecting judges of 
the supreme court, the court of ap- 


peals and the superior courts of 
Georgia, indicates a favorable atti- 
tude on the part of the general as- 
sembly which will ultimately accom- 
plish the reforms contemplated by 
the bill under consideration. 

Congestion of the legislative cal- 
endars will probably make it impos- 
sible for this bill to pass at the 
present session, but the progress 
already made and the manifestations 
of friendly interest expressed by a 
substantial majority of the present 
legislators, practically insure the en- 
actment of this bill into law next 
year. 

The system of electing Judges by 
the people is archaic, and in almost 
every jurisdiction but Georgia is 
obsolete. Justice is jeopardized 
when candidates for judicial posi- 
tions must court the favor of the 
interests which are popularly sup- 
posed to dominate politics. 

The judge who fearlessly admin- 
isters the law and enforces the ver- 
dicts of juries by appropriate penal- 
ties becomes himself a target at 
the polls for every class which feels 
itself aggrieved, and is himself pe- 
nalized for enforcing just penalties 
prescribed by law. 

It is not an easy task to formu- 
late a perfect plan for the selection 
of judges, and no plan which has 
ever been provided for the purpose 
has worked with perfect satisfac- 
tion. 

The bill which has been favorably 
reported to the present general as- 
sembly was formulated by a special

committee of the Georgia State Bar| 


association, appointed for the pur- 
pose by Hon. H. H. Swift, of Co- 
lumbus, president of the association. 

The bill substitutes referendum 
for recall by providing for a vote 
by the people on the single ques- 
‘tion whether the judge in office shall 
have another term. 

An affirmative vote continues the 
judge so approved for another term 
of office, but a negative vote opens 
the position for another selection. 

The method provided by the bill 
for the selection of judges of the 
superior courts and court of ap-

The enactment of the proposed 
law will do much in divorcing poli- 
tics from the bench, and any minor 
complications which may appear 
when the new system shall be put 
actively into practice can be easily 
remedied by amendment.

For several years the motor trav- 
eler, whether on business or pleas- 
ure bent, has steered clear of Cum- 
ming and Forsyth county if for- 
sooth he should have a negro chauf- 
feur driving his car, as most south- 
erners have. 


The reason has been a general 
understanding that any person of 
black skin had better keep out of 
that county, or the hobgoblins or 
something else would get him. 

And this report has not been 
without foundation, for in the years 
past negroes have been molested for 
no other offense than entering the 
county and in more recent times 
negro chauffeurs who have been car- | 
ried into the county by their em- 
ployers, innocently enough, have 


been warned to “beat it;’’ and it is 
a matter of record that business, 
men and professional men, and 
even politicians who have been “‘in- 
discreet” enough to carry negro 
chauffeurs into. Cumming, have 
found it expedient to “beat it” even 
before the business was transacted, 
or the political speeches properly 


concluded. 

Anyway this Intolerance; ill-ad- 
vised and senseless, has cost For- 
Syth county in dollars and cents, 
and in good esteem, more than can 
be readily computed, for thousands 
of travelers into the northeast Geor- 
gia mountains who have negro 
chauffeurs have cut the very beau- 
tiful Roswell, Cumming, Alpharetta 
and Dawsonville route out of their 


calculations. 

It has not only cost Forsyth a} 
great deal, but it has unjustly pe-| 
nalized neighboring counties, for| 
there is not a more beautiful route 
into the northeast Georgia moun- 
tains than this one that is now less 


frequently used than it deserves. 
The Constitution’s highway de- 


partment has had hundreds of in- 
quiries regarding this matter, and it 
became of such important concern

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Just In Passing

It is physically impossible for me 
to write individual, personal acknowl- 
edgements and appreciations to the 
scores of readers who write from week 
to week commending one thing or an- 


‘other that I have said or written or 


advocated. 

I am deeply and sincerely grateful 
for every line of appreciation that is 
written to me, and for every kindly 
word that is spoken about me. 

This past week has brought a flow 
of letters renewing appreciations for 
my continued activities in the interest 
of boll-weevil control, and the success- 


‘ful production of cotton in spite of 


infestation. 

In that, as in all campaigns of a 
constructive nature, I simply acted as 
an agent for the principal. 

The Constitution, in line with its 
traditional and unbroken policy of 
agricultural and industrial betterment 
and progress, looking to the material 
uplift of all the people, all the time, 


realized in the late winter of 1921- 


22 that something had to be done, 
and that quickly, to stcengthen the 
morale of the depressed and almost 
panic-stricken cotton farmers of Geor- 
gia and the southeast. 

I was in Washington as the staff 
representative of this newspaper in 
that great world capital at the time. 

Mr. Howell ordered me by wire to 
start for Texas at once, and to survey 
the weevil ‘infestation throughout the 
southwestern belt. 

-“Find the way out, for we must not 
surrender to the boll weevil,” was the 
only instruction I had. 

What followed is nation-wide his- 
tory now, and that the whole cotton 


belt has learned the lesson is as 


gratifying to me as to the cotton 
farmers themselves. 

Georgia will probably make a mil- 
lion bales this year on a radically 
reduced acreage; and the surplus 
acreage, utilized in the old days for 
growing cotton under the old way, 
has been made infinitely more re- 
munerative by growing these commod- 
ities of consumption that the pre- 
weevil cotton crop, as a rule, was 
pledged to buy before the crop was 
made. 

It is a new day in Georgia—a new 
day in the southeast. 

I do say unlesitatingly that The 
Constitution led the way from dark- 
ness tp light, at a crucial, trying mo-~ 
ment, and its quick—indeed, almost 
abrupt—and_ decisive initiative in 
that momentous hour of economic 
distress helped materially, with the 
powerful aid of an almost undivided 
press and public and federal and state 
support, to carry immediate comfort, 
and hope, and ultimate victory, in a 
situation that at the time seemed 


hopeless.

Many letters have been received 


during the past.few days about the 
proposed national park in the south- 
ern Appalachians, and the initiative of 
The Constitution in that great un- 
dertaking. 

That, too, is most gratifying to us 
who.are on the firing line, and watch- 
ing the progress of events with an 
eye single to what is best and most 
constructive for Georgia and _ this 
great section of the south. 

The beauties of the north Georgia 
mountains cannot be created by the 
mere pen of the most versatile writer. 

Nature can be spoiled and dis- 
counted and clouded, but it is not the 
power of man to improve upon it as 
a whole. Nor can brush or pen do it 
justice, for the artistry of God sur- 
passeth that of man, whom He too 
created. 

More than two years ago I began 
to visualize the great possibilities of 
the Georgia mountains for recreation- 
ists, and for health seekers. 

Frequently, attracted by his won- 
derful gift of descriptive conversation, 
and by a _ storehouse of knowledge

contain, J would drop in upon Secre- 
tary of State McLendon and talk to 
him about the Georgia, mountains, and 
the invaluable asset that the south 
had in this vast territory of attrac- 
tive and health-giving attributes un- 


equaled on the face of the earth. 


He was obsessed with the subject, 
and is—in fact and in truth—the real 
originator of the southern Appalachian 
park movement. 

He had pictures of Amicalola falls, 
and of Annie Ruby falls, and of 
Mud Creek falls, and of this moun- 
tain and that, and of this gorge and 
that, and of this valley and that. 

The thing grew upon me. 

I began to dream about the Geor- 
gia mountainous country, the most of 
which, in the northeast, at the time 
being practically unreachable by mo- 
tor car. 

In the spring of 1922, immediately 
upon completion of the _ boll-weevil 
campaign, I began the organization of 
the now famous Constitution-govern- 
ment expedition into the Georgia 
mountains, with a caravan of a score 
of cars, the party headed by the high- 
est officials of the federal road, for- 
estry and conservation departments, 
representatives of the war and interior 


departments, state highway officials, 
noted geographers of national fame, 


park experts and others. 

The Constitution alone bore the ex- 
pense of this expedition, and the 
moving pictures were thrown upon 
the screens all over America. 

The result was instantaneous. Co- 
ordination between the federal road 
and forestry departments and _ the 
state road department was establish- 
ed, a fixed highway program mapped, 
a citizens’ association formed, and the 
task of making the northeast Geor- 
gia mountains was immediately begun. 
The result today shows for itself, 
and yet the great work systematically 
undertaken is only begun. 

The recent visit of Secretary Work 
and his Appalachian park commission 
was a direct result of that under- 
taking. : 

The government is in earnest, and 
there will be a national park sdéme- 


where in the southern mountains, and 
I am confident a shoulder of it will 
reach into Georgia. 

It is a great national undertaking, 
for a national park means just what 


its name and scope indicates. There 
should be earnest, hearty, spirited ef- 


fort on the part of every civie or-, 


ganization, every organized group of 
developers to’ assist in this objective. 
It will mean more than can be 
readily comprehended to the southern 
states. ‘ 
In the meantime the forestry serv- 
ice ts doing an admirable service in 


lopening the Georgia national forests 


to vacationists, and literally thou- 
sands of health and rest and pleasure 
seekers are at this moment in the 
Georgia mountains. 

The hundreds of letters of com- 
mendation for our part in the serv- 
ice, reaching this office, are deeply 
appreciated.

IN FORSYTH COUNTY | 


The Constitution has of late re- 
ceived many inquiries from motorists 
who are on their way to the north 
Georgia and North Carolina moun- 
tains asking if it is “safe” to pass 
through Forsyth county, of which 

ing is the county seat. In each 
instance the inquirer stated that he 
had received reports that this county 
would not permit the passage of auto- 
mobiles with negro chauffeurs. 

The fact that these inquiries, were 
coming in such numbers induced the 
automobile department of The Con- 
stitution to r.ake investigation -ac- 
cordingly, and a communication was 
adiressed to The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent at Cumming, J. %. Puett, 
asking that he consult the people of 
the county, sending such information 
as would enable The Constitution to 
publish the facts. 

Mr. Puett consulted . prominent 
citizens of Cumming and Forsyth 
county, asking for an expression from 
them on the pia Tey and our corre- 
spondent’s reply as follows explains 
itself :

Dear Sir: Referring to your let- 
ter of July 28, 1924, I beg to advise 
that I have talked with city «nd 
county officials, and also with quite 
a number of citizens of different 
parts of the county, and the opinion 
is almost unanimous that it is. entire- 
ly safe for tourists with negro chauf- 
feurs to pass through Cumming and 
Forsyth county with no fear of being 
harmed or intimidated. 

For years past no harm has been 
done negroes going through the coun- 
ty, though in one or two instances 
small boys have jeered them, etc. 

The good people of Cumming and 
Forsyth county regret exceedingly the 
impression that has gone out ,egard- 
ing our present attitude towards the 
colored people, and it is our purpose 
to do everything possible to see to it 
that every courtesy is shown tourists 
with or without colored drivers. 

We have a splendid highway via 
Cumming to the mountains and we 
bid every traveler a hearty welcome. 

Yon may give this statement the 
publicity which you think it deserves 
through The Constitution.

Tuck Refers to Work 
of White on Evolution

_Editor Constitution: Relative to 
discussion of bill in the state legisla- 
ture prohibitiong the teaching of evo- 
lution in any of the schools and col- 
leges of the state maintained by pub- 
lic funds, I wish to make a contribu-. 
tion to this’ discussion and that is 
simply a request that any one really 
interested in thig question and who 
is willing to learn and be enlighten- 
ed upon the subject, will read the 
“History of the Warfare of Science 
With Theology,” published by Dr. 
Andrew D. White, late president of 
Cornell university. This book was 
published in 1896, but. I never knew 
of it or read it until four years ago. 
This work of Dr. White stands forth 
as one of the great books of all time, 
and when I read &s0 often the pub- 
lished articles of preacher or pub- 
licist trying so hard to maintain 
some exploded superstition or preju- 
dice I can not help from wondering 
why don’t these folks (and I refer 
to both preachers insisting upon what 
they call the fundamentalistic doc- 
trines and to men opposing the teach- 
ings of evolution whether in the pul- 
pit or out of it) read this book of 
Dr. White and learn something before 
they proceed to lecture and correct 
the ideas of other people?

mit God as a first cause the mind 
still eraves to know whence it came 
and how it arose.” 

He saw with Kant that we cannot 
accept either of the only two possi- 
bilities which we are able to conceive: 
chance (or brute force) and design. 


The safest conclusion seems that the 
whole subject of evolution and cre- 
ation is beyond the scope of man. But

INCREASING 


(From World's Work.) 

The increase of blindness and lesser 
ey» troubles have kecome so alarming 
in the last decade. that experts who 
have been collecting data on the 
subject do not tesitate to declare that 
the nation is confronted with a men- 


ace of great magnitude. It is esti- 
mated by the Iyesight Conservation 
eoune:! that defective vision afflicts 
25,000,000 of the 42,000,000 persons 
in gainful ocenpations. During the 
war eye troubles ranked third as a 
cause rendering young men unfit for 
military service; about 11 per cent of 
the young men had defective vision. 
and it is estimated that thie ratio of 
serious eye defects prevails among the 
ch@lren in both city and rural 
sctools. In its investigation of waste 
in American industry the committee 
of the Federated American Engineer- 
ing societies discovered that in some 
factories nearly 18 many as half the 
men had serious eve troubles. 

It is apparent from these figures 
that it is time to start a national 
campaign of education in the case 
of the eyes. ‘The place to begin is 
the schools. where teachers may te! 
children with visicn still perfect of 
the dangers of working in poor arti- 
ficial light and of the other causes 
of eye strain which may result seri- 


ously in later life. Among the chil- 


dren who have defective vision early 
may prevent some of 


nomic loss of adult life. The newly 
formed Eyesight Conservation council 
ia laboring in a campaign of educa- 
tior already, as well as the National 
Committee for the- Prevention of 
Blindness, of whicn Chief Justice Taft 
is the honorary president.

WHY RAISE MOSQUITOES? 

One of the greatest obstacles in the 
way of hea!th education of the plain 
reople is the fact that the plain peo- 
ple already know so many things 
which ain't so. This Billings com- 
piaint is a great deal more serious 
than the victims of it realize, for it 
keeps them languishing in a state of 
misinformation which very often 
means needless suffering. Take mos- 
quitoes about the place. What a lot 
ef plain people still think these pests 
are unavoidable, that the mosquitoes 
cevelop in the weeds, under the bushes 
ard in the tall grass about nearby 
feglected yards, or even in the esol 
shade of well-kept hedges or other 
shrubbery in one’s own doorward. 
Surely they have been taught aiffer- 
ently—but that’s the discouraging 
thing about Billings complaint, it’s so 
very, very difficult for the victims to 
unlearn what ihey know. _ People 
with very bad cases of Billings com- 
plaints find doctors an unsatisfactory 
scurce of casual or curbstone advice.

ters are too bored to attempt to tell 
it all over again and so they let it 
go or hem and haw their way out 
of it the best they can. This mos- 
aquito business, now. It isn’t worth 
while trying to tell folks with Bil- 
lings complaint that the mosquitoes 
do not breed under bushes or in the 
tall grass, for they know better and 
only feel sorry for your ignorance. 

The mosquitoes are partly to blame 
themselves, for they certainly do like 
to congregate in cool, moist, dark 
piaces, in the shade of the barberry 
bush or under a privet, where they 
exchange tales of the chase and pick 
their teeth and get tips on the lay of 
the game. 3ut so far as any multi- 
plication is concerned such hangouts 
or recreation places might as well be 
Sangster clinics. The mosquitoes can 
breed only in standing water, and 
anything from an obstructed eave to a 
cow track or a discarded tomato can 
will do to hold the water. If the tall 
crass, the bushes or hedges are used 
as a cover for discarded junk,. mos- 
quitoes may ‘breed there just as well 
as they do in the rain barrel or foun- 
tain or pond or sluggish creek. Clean 
up these breeding places and the mos- 
quitoes will disajpear. If a pool of 
water or a pond or fountain can’t be 
drained, sprinkle a wee bit of kero- 
sene oil on the surface. That suffo- 
cates mosquito tarvae (wiggle-tails), 
for they have to come to the surface 
frequently for air or live all the time 
if it is 


at the surface of the water. 
a rain barrel or other’ receptable 
where water or watery material is 
kept, keep it tightly covered or at 
least screened against access of mos- 
quitoes seeking a place to lay their 
eggs. Ponds, fountains and other open 
standing water tnay be stocked with 
minnows. which eat the larvae, or 
even goldfish, which are less effective 
than minnows. 

Enough mosquitoes to make an en- 
tire neighborhood miserable may be 
cultivated in an obstructed eave or 
drain pipe or in an uncovered garbage 
can or rain barrel or even in a flower 
urn in which water stands for a 
week or longer. 

Mosquitoes in the neighborhood are 
as definitely a mark of bad grounds 
keeping as flies in the home are a 
mark of bad housekeeping.

The draw was seeded 
with eight of the most outstanding 
players, but that by no means sig- 
nifies that there are but eight con- 
tenders in the lists. 

In the lower half of the draw are 
such stars as Miss Mary K. Broen, 
Miss Leslie Bancroft, Mrs. Ceres 
Baker Sackett and Miss Mayme Mac- 
Donald, national clay court champion. 
Miss Wills is in this half of the draw 
and she must play through all these 
or their conquerors before she can 
reach the final round. 

Mrs. Molla Mallory, Miss Eleanor 
Sears, Miss Eleanor Goss and Miss 
Edith Sigourney will make the going 
hard in the upper half. 
and quality the 1924 entry excels 
any previous year. The best of, the 
contestants need be only slightly off 
form to be beaten. 

As national and Olympic champion, 
unassuming Helen Wills is the point 
of pcpular interest, but there are 
others who will carry a large burden 
of general attention into the matches.

SHAMPOOS FOR |BLONDE HAIR. 

When you are ce ing a shampoo 
lotion you should consider the effeet 
of certain chemicals on different. kinds 
of hair. Blonde hair, for instance, 
needs special care and quite different 
treatment from brunette. The ash- 
blonde hair will need a certain amount 
of soda:. red-blonde, henna; the real 
gold, sulphur. There is a certam 
harmless shampoo to brighten light 
colored hair which is made by stee}- 
ing half a pound of honey and one 
pound of rhubarb stalks in three pints 
of white wine. The white wine needs 
explanation. Grape juice made from 
white grapes will do if three ounces 
of bay rum are added. 

A somewhat similar shampoo lotian 
comes for brunettes. It calls for the 
yolk of egg, a scant half-teaspoon- 
ful of powdered borax or bicarbonate 
of soda, and one cup of home-made 
red wine. Red grape juice may he 
substituted for the wine and a tabie- 
spoonful of bay rum added. The idea 
is that dark grapes contain tannin 
which is good for brunette hair. 

Glycerine soap is also good for 
blonde hair. It should be melted with 
enough hot water to make a _ thin 
paste, with witch hazel or bay rum 
added. J.iquid green soap is also good 
for light hair; but is so very dryinz 
that I never recommend it except te 
follow an oil rub. 

For very pale gold hair put a tea- 
spoonful of powdered borax or bicav- 


‘bonate of soda. or the juice of half u 
‘lemon in the final rinse water. 
are ail bleaching agents and also drv | 
eut some of the oils from the hatr. |

PREPARE 10 GO HOME 


London, August 10.—Having af- 
fixed their signatures to the Anglo- 
Russian treaty, the Russian dele- 
gates are now devoting fheir time to 
buying winter wardrobes and packing 
their trunks preparatory to returning 
to Moscow Tuesday. Only M. Rakov- 
sky, head of the delegation, will re- 
main in London as official representa- 
tive. j 

If parliament ratifies the treaty, 
the soviets will . establish an em- 
bassy in London, and it is rumored 
that M. Rakovsky will be the first 
ambassador. He probably will be an 
ambassador without an embassy, 
however, as the building which 
served as embassy during the czarist 
regime still is being held by M. Sab- 
line, who was a member of the old 
imperial ambassadorial staff. He has 
refused to surrender it to the soviets 
in spite of the efforts of Premier 
MacDonald. 

Legal steps to obtain the embassy 
have been threatened, although suit 
has not yet been instituted. The 
Russian Red Cross organization and

RUSSIAN NEWSPAPER 
COMMENT IS VARIED. 

Moscow, August 10.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—No official statement 
has yet been issued concerning the 
Anglo-Soviet treaty and trade agree- 
ment signed at London yesterday, and 
the first reports of the London nego- 
tiations, together with comment on 
the outcome, appeared in the soviet 
press this morning. 

Izvestia holds that the oil groups 
were responsible for the early break- 
up of the negotiations, saying that 
they hoped “it would be easier to 
come to terms with the soviet gov- 
ernment after failure of the confer- 
ence,” 

The paper alleges that nationaliza- 
tion of the property of British own- 
ers saved them from bankruptcy be- 
cause of the world war, civil war 
and the shortage of fuel. A majority 
of the owners, it said, deserted their 
properties, which were saved from 
final ruin by the act of nationaliza- 


tion. 

The Pravda predicts that the Anglo- 
Russian agreement will be followed 
inevitably by Russo-French, Russo- 
Japanese and Russo-American agree- 
ments. 


FUTURE OF NEGRO 
IN HIS OWN HANDS, 
ASSERTS STINSON 


Rey. Richard D. Stinson, of the At- 
lanta Normal and~Industrial institute. 
preached a special sermon in New 
Hope A. M. EK. chureh, near Buck- 
Lead, Sunday morning on the subject, 
“The Lord Knoweth the Way of the 
Righteous.” 

The speaker stressed the necessity 
of making the most of oneself. He 
argued that every individual, sooner 
or later, would have to account for 
his behavior. 

“Onr own race has standing in the 
various communities,” he said, “in 
proportion as its members have sought 


to be faithful in all things, great and 


small, and whether their purpose was 
honest or otherwise.’ 

He said the negro had made and is 
now making wonderful progress in 
things of educati@n, home life, and 
taxablé properties, and all of it may 
be credited to his faith in God, good 
people and himself.

“Dancing,- too much society, 
too great a love for money may be 
very dangerous,” said the speaker. 
“The negro very largely has his for- 
tune in his own hands. He must 
show himself capable of mastering 
himself. God helps him who helps 
himself.”

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New York Market Slightly 


New York, August 10.—Profit tak- 
ing in the markets and reports of a 
further improvement in indus- 
try divi attention in business and 
financial quarters during the past 
week with continued ease in money 
and encouraging reports from the 
London conferences. 

The cheapness of money was em- 
phasized by a fresh reduction in the 
rediscount rate of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, the new rate of 

per cent comparing with one of 3 1-2 
per cent that had existed since June 
12. As member banks at New York 
gre nearly out of debt at the reserve 
institution and as the official rate was 
above the market, the reduction did 
not have much effect on the open 
market conditions. It was interpret- 
ed as indicating a belief that no early 
or sudden firming up in rates is likely. 

Reports from the stee] industry te- 
vealed a maintenance of the slight 
improvement in production and buy- 
ing that began in the latter half of 
July. Output for the industry as ao 
whole was in excess of 45 per cent 
of eapacity. The trade reviews in- 
dicated that the pick-up that occurred 
was chiefly because of the reduction 
in the stocks in consumers’ hands. 

No great improvement is anticipated 
until a revival occurs in other lines 
of industry. Stee] prices continue’! 
soft, desirable orders drawing out 
fresh concessions from the manufac- 


turers. 
Salil Loadings Hold. 


Rail car loadings continued to hold 
to a fairly even level. The total ‘or 


the week ended July 26 was 926,000, 
which was slightly smaller than tbat 
for the week before, and some 115.000 
below the total for the correspondin;, 
week of last year. The statistics re- 
vealed a materially increased move 
ment of grain, which was a natural 
response to the better conditions that 
now prevail in the grain markets. 

Grain prices were subject to con- 
siderable fluctuation, with hedging 
sales a restraining factor. Values, 
nevertheless, were 
with the September future holding 
around $1.20. This occurred despite a 
government crop report that raised 
the previous month’s estimate by 74.- 
000. busbels. 

The covernmént report on the cot- 
ton crop also placed the yield at a 
higher figure Here the increase in 
the estimate during the last two weeks 
of July amounted to 417,000 bales. 
It put the anticipated total up to 12,- 
/251.000 beles. Prices were somewhat 
lower. The development was con- 
structive. as far as the textile indus- 
try is concerned, as a large crop at 
moderate vrices is needed to stimu- 
late consumers’ buying of cloth and 
clothing. f

New York, August 10.—Reduction 
of the New York Federal Reserve 
bank's rediscount rate to 3 per cent 
the lowest of any central bank in 
the world, last week revived the flaz- 
ging spirit of bond market and stim- 
ulated sharp rallies in all classes of 
securities. 

In the case of foreign obligations 
the change in note merely accentunt- 
ed an advance, which already had czar- 
ried most European issues to record 
high levels for the year. The firm 
' foundation laid in the inter-allied con- 
ference for execution of the Dawe’s 
plan, probable evacuation of the Ruhr 
and flotation of an international loan 
to Germany promoted heavy accumul:- 
tion of all French and Belgian bonds. 
Gains for the week ranged from 2 
to 6 points. Austrian, Serbian, Hun- 
garian and other continental issues 
also attained new peak prices, 

) New York Advantage. 

International significance of the 
lowered bank rate. bankers asserted, 
would be the establishment of New 
York as the most attractive market 
in the world for forcign borrowers. 
Through its effect on the bond mar- 
ket the reduction was seen as a boon 
to foreign financing. particularly the 
forthcoming German loan. 

Striking testimony to the strength 
of the current investment market was 
offered last week when the sale of 
$20,000,000 Argentine six months 5 
Y per cent notes on a 37-8 »er cent ha- 
sis established a record low rate for 
short term borrowing by a foreign 
government.
